•onslMss to determine the Investment, 
receipts, expenses nnd profits Is given 
in' a bulletin which has Just hecn puh- 
llshed by. the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. 


It also includes. Wanks for use In 


making such, an analysis nnd.record- 
Ing - the amount and .value of farm 
products contributed towurd-the fam- 
ily living. 
Its purpose is to assist 


farmers.to n better understanding of 
tho financial side of their business. 
Thousands of farms have been studied 
by this method within the past few 
years.i with the-object of analyzing 
their. operations 
from 
n business 


standpoint and learning some of the 
more Important reasons for their sue- 
.cess or. failure. Experience show's 
that It Is not always possible to dis- 
tinguish profitable farms merely by 
casual observation. 
Where a farm 


Is'operatcd.as a large business, if free 
from dclit, even a low rate.of Interest 
on the capital. Invested without any 
wnpes for the operator may return 
sufficient funds to give the place n 
prosperous appearance. In other cases 
an appenrnnce of prosperity may he 
due quite largely to Income from ont- 
slde sources. A farm'cannot properly 
he called successful unless It pays n 
fair' rate of Interest on the Invest- 
ment, returns fair wages for the farm- 
er's labor, "and, at the same time, 
maintains or Increases the fertility" of 
the soil. 


Most, fanners have the details of 


their business sufficiently well in mind 
for the purposes of analysis, bnt they 
are not always able to summarize 
these details Into a concrete'state- 
ment. 
They realize, that the gain 


from a large business should be more 
than from a. small one, that good 


(cows are more profitable than poor 
onej, and'that good crops are more 
desirable than those that barely pay 
for harvesting.,.Their, main difficulty 
has be«n that'they'have had no con- 
venient way'of'determining; Just how 
good orihow poor the business really 
iwasi-rln • other iwordv'no way of 
measuring Its efficiency.: with ^nch 
.an analysis as outlined herein, a farm- 
er can-more, readily aid the strong 
and weak points in his system of man- 


.agcment and th'ns make changes with 
' some assurance that they will result 


to greater profit*.

With 'the Wanks 
properly filled, the Information should 
he helpful In solving mnny\prohlems 
of farm management. 


The blanks mny also be filled In'by 


the Individual farmer nnd sent to the 
State Agricultural college or to the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture ;for suggestions as to Improve- 
ments In his system of management. 


When these data are ofilnlned for 


farms where no 'accounts are kept, 
some of the Items to be recorded may 
appear to he estimates! but experience 
In studies of this nature 'tins shown 
that farmers can give most of the de- 
tails of their business If tho question-! 
nsked correspond 
to the terms In 


which'they Ihlnk. A farmer may not 
know, orThnnd, what his total farm 
Income Is, hut he docs know with con- 
siderable accuracy the facts necessary 
to determine this income.

It ought and must do 
both. 


"It is far afield from the main 


question, to talk atout enslaving the 
laboring men. 
Nothing is farther 


from the truth. . . . The law spe- 
cifically preserves to the individual 
his right to quit his employment. It 
provides the government's guarantee, 
of just treatment while he remains 
in the railway employment. 


'There has been no intent to inter- 


fere with the plan of collective bar- 
gaining in competitive private enter- 
prise. 
This provision deals solely 


with a public service. . '. Instead of 
reaction, this is a great step forward.
